ti> stated in our text. Our Creator 
could not justly or with self-respect 
ask less than this of his creatures who 
would enjoy his favor. The Interest* 
of all demand that these principles 
should be required of every creature 
permitted the enjoyment of Divine fa- 
Tor to tbe extent of eternal life. Who- 
erer falls to come up to these condi- 
tions would thus evidence bis un- 
worthiness of life eternal; his pro- 
longed existence would merely be a 
prospering of sin and a menace to tbe 
happiness and righteousness of others. 


But now let us see tbe scope of this 


Divine requirement, whose justice we 
hare already acknowledged. We note 
the natural division of our text into 
three parts: 


(1) Doing justly; ' 
(2» Loving mercy; 
(3) Walking humbly. 
The requirement of justice In all our 


dealings with our fellows, commends 
Itself to every rational mind, it In* 
eludes the whole Law of God. A 
brief statement of that Law which 
had our Lord's approval reads. Ttwtt 
shalt love the Lord thy God with alt 
thy heart and all thy mind, all thy 
being and all thy strength; and thou 
ahalt love thy neighbor as thyself. On 
these two propositions hang all the 
Law and the Prophets. It Is but just 
that we should recognize our Creator 
as first; that we should- glorify the 
One who gave us our being and all 
the blessings that come therewith; 
that we should be obedient to his 
righteous requirements that make for 
our own happiness and that of others. 
It is also but right that we should 
recognize the rights of others, as 'we 
would have them recognize our rights. 
The Golden Rule is tbe barest of jus- 
tice. Xot a hair's breadth less would 
come within the requirements of our 
text, Do Justly. Come, then, let us 
reason together. 
How many of us 


do justly in ail of life's affairs—in our 
relationship to our God and to our 
neighbor? 
' 


Begin at home. Let each one criti- 


cise his words and his deeds toward 
his parents; toward his children; to- 
ward bis brothers; toward his sisters: 
toward husband; toward wife. 
Do 


we in all of our relationships of life 
treat these who are so near and so 
dear to us according to the standards 
of justice, according to the Golden 
Rule? Do we do toward them as we 
would bare them do toward us? If 
not, after making a beginning with 
the Lord, striving to render to him 
our homage and obedience, let us close- 
ly scrutinize every word, every act of 
the home life and see to what extent 
these can be improved upon and made 
more nearly just. The majority of 
people, we feel sure, will be surprised 
to know now unjust they have been 
toward those who are of the very 
nearest and dearest of fleshly relation- 
ships. 


Follow tbe matter up and considct 


the justice or injustice of your words 
and deeds in daily life with your 
neighbors and daily associates. Do you 
invariably speak to them in tbe same 
words and with the same tone and 
gesture that you trould approve if they 
were in your piace and you in theirs? 
In matters of business do you drive a 
closer bargain with them than you 
would think jnst for them to make 
with you? Or. on the other hand, do 
you ask of them higher prices for the 
services or materials you furnish them 
tban yon would consider just and right 
If you were the purchaser and they 
tbe venders? 
Do you watch your 


chickens that they do not commit dep- 
redations upon your neighbor's garden 
•s carefully as you would wish your 
neighbor to watch his chickens as re- 
spects your garden, if you bad one? 
I>o yon blow no more tobacco smoke 
in the face of your neighbor tban you 
would like to have him blow in yonr 
face? Are yon as careful about wip- 
ing your /eet n hen entering his house 
as you Would like him to be when en- 
tering your house? Do yon treat all 
men. 
women, children and animals as 


kindly, as gently, as properly every 
way an you think would be just aud 
rlgtt if you were In their.place and 
they In yours? Do you speak as kind-

justice would be to take off all the 
brakes and permit the downward tend- 
encies of our depraved natures to go 
rapidly from bad to worse—to carry us 
further and further from Gud and the 
standards of character which be ap- 
proves. We cau surely be content to 
do nothing less tbau our very best to 
lire up to our own ideals and to raise 
those ideals as nearly as possible to 
the Divine standard. 


What Would B* tho Uw7 


Suppose we do our very best daily 


to measure up to onr highest concep- 
tions of our God-given Ideals and 
standards, woo id God accept of this 
and count us worthy of bis favor and 
of eternal life? Surely not. Tbe Law 
of the Lord is perfect, .lastice is 
Justice. Xot tbe hearer of a law. not 
the well-wishing, receives tbe reward, 
but tbe doer, the obedient! Here. then, 
we find, ourselves in difficulty. 
With 


our hearts, our minds, we approve 
Qod's Law and desire to be obedient 
to him, but and. an St. Paul says, that 
many things we wish- to do we fail 
to accomplish; and many of tbe things 
we do not wish to do we cannot avoid. 
"We cannot do the things that we 
would." We approve tbe excellent de- 
mands of God's Law. We disapprove 
the Imperfections of our own flesh, 
like St. Paul, we cry out. "O wretch- 
ed man that I am! who shall tlt-Hrer 
me front this dead body?"—this body 
that is imperfect through Inherited 
sin and weaknesses. With onr minds 
we serve God's Law and approve it; 
but with our bodies we come short. 
What is onr hope?- How shall we be 
delivered? Can we prevail upon God 
to change the reasonable requirement 
of our text so that it shall read. What 
doth God require of me but to will 
justly and do Imperfectly? We can- 
not hope for such a change In the 
Divine Law. Are we then hopeless as 
respects Divine approval and eternal 
life? (Bomans vii. 17-24.) 


Th« Gift of God I* Eternal Life. 


In onr moment of perplexity we 


hear God's message "speaking peace 
through Jesus Christ oar Lord." The 
message of peace is that what we 
could not do for ourselves In tbe way 
of lifting ourselves up to Divine ap- 
proval God has provided shall be done 
for us through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Our failure to keep tbe Law marks us 
as unworthy of eternal life, and 
worthy of the wages, of sin—not eter- 
nal torment, but death. God in mercy 
concluded to offer us eternal life as a 
gift— because of our not actually merit- 
ing it under his legal requirements. 
Thus we read. "The wages of sin is 
death: but the <jift of God is eternal 
life throuch Jesus Christ our Ix>rd" 
(Romans ri. 23). What we could not 
obtain legally under the Divine re- 
quirements God proffer' to us as a 
gift. But the gift is "a conditional one 
as expressed In the words, "through 
Je«ms Christ our Lord." 
Only those 


who accept Jesus Christ as "the Way. 
the Truth, and the Life" in.iy bave 
God's gift of eternal life. Hence it 
will be seen tha.t it is wbqlly a mistake 
to suppose that the heathen at home 
or abroad can get eternal life, tho eift 
of God. in ignorance of Christ. All tbe 
Scriptures confirm this and'der lare not 
only that we cannot save ourselves by 
obedience to the T«TIUS of God's Law. 
but that '"here is none other came un- 
der heaven given amoug men. whereby 
we inurt be *a\ed"—through faith in 
his name—through faith in his blood 
(Acts iv. 12,. 


But how is this done jn?tly? and. 


why does God so litmt bis jrft of eter- 
nal life? 


God's I>aw repre«ents himself and 


cannot ehsnze. He cannot require less 
taan perfection. To do so would foe to 
fill the Universe to all eternity with 
depraved and imperfect beings. God 
has a higher plan than tbi* and de- 
clares, "As the heavens «re hiel«*r than 
tbt en?tli. »o are my ways higher ttian 
your ways" (Isaiah Iv. fti. He explain? 
that hi* nlttiuate purpose is that there 
shall be no Imperfect creature in all 
hit Universe. 
All whose hearts ar* 


toyal to Dim and thft principle of ht*.

Posalbiy God could hare arranged 


some ofher way of dealing with sin 
and sinner* which would not have re- 
quired the death of Jesos as the Itao 
son price, tbe purchase price, tbe ie- 
demptioa price for stiiu***.

fact that this method was adopted by 
our frttt Creator assures us that no 
other met bod Would hare been «> 
wise, so jnst. so beaenclaJ. No other 
method would bar* so tutly demon- 
strated God's Wisdonx Justice, Love 
and Power. 


In brief, then. God's arrangement Is 


that all of lilR human creatures saall 
bare opportunity of full return to bar 
•tony with himself, provided they wish 
to do so. provided their hearts, their 
wills, are fully responsive to thf letter 
and spirit of his Law—the require- 
ments set forth in onr text. God has 
provided lu Jesm for tbe satisfaction 
of Divine Justice as respects all of the 
condemned race who desire to return 
to his favor. 


We agree with all tbe orthodox 


creeds of Christendom that only re 
peutance from sin aud an endeavor to 
put It away from cur thoughts and 
words and deeds, combined with fnith 
In the Redeemer's sacrifice aud a full 
consecration of heart and life to do 
tbe Father's will—nothing short of 
this attainment will gain the salvation 
which God is now holding out to man- 
kind. To such I he ApoMie explains t bat 
tbe righteousness, tbe full demand* of 
the Law of God. his full requirement. 
"1* fulfilled In us who are walking not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit" 
(Romans vtli. 4i. l->om the moment of 
our consecration and begetting of the 
holy Spirit God deals with this class 
as with sons. HP trains them in the 
School of Christ disciplining, chasten- 
ing, proving them, testing the sincerity 
of their consecration Vows aud the 
loyalty of their hearts. To those who 
prove faithful the great reward is 
promised—glory. • honor, immorta'ity. 
joint-beirship with the Lord Jesus 
Christ in his Millennial Kingdom aud 
its work of blessing all the families of 
the earth (Galatians ill. 29: Revelation 
Hi. 21i. 


Onr aitagrecmtnt with all "orthodox 


creeds" Is in respect to what shall be 
done with the nnsalntly—with those 
who do not present themselves to God 
and who air not begotten again of 
the holy Spirit. Our creeds of the 
dark ages misrepresented tbe teach-

AH the sin-blind eyes shall be 
opened. All the deaf ears of ignorance 
shall be unstopped. 
For the blest 


thousands years of Christ's reign the 
world's uplifting or resurrection will 
proceed, while the knowledge of the 
glory of Gcd shall fill the whole earth. 
The angels on tbe plains of Bethlehem 
did not declare to the shepherds. Fear 
greatly! for behold, we bring you bad 
tidings of great misery- which shall be 
unto all people. Their message was 
the reverse of this; "Fear cot; behold. 
we bring you good tidings of great joy 
which shall be unto alt people'' (Luke 
ii. 10V God who had a "flue time" for 
calling natural Israel aud who bad 
also a "due time" for calling spiritual 
Israel, has a "due time" /or making 
known tbe riches of bis grace to tbe 
hon~elect world of mankind.
